P H I L A D E L P H I A , Oct. 1-1.—l/I'l 


- Mrs. Anna Haas, 58, was burn- 
ed to death under mysterious cir- 
cumstances early today 
and her 


husband, Jacob, is under arrest as 
a material witness. 


Police in answer to an anony- 


mous telephone call went to the 
couple's home in Wus.t Philadelphia. 
They found Mrs. Haas unconscious 
on the kitchen floor with burns on 
her face and entire body. Her dress 
was burned entirely 
off and she 


was covered with a man's light 
ov»rcoal. 
She died shortly after 


being admitted to a hospital. 


In the parlor of the home her 


husband, Jacob Haas, was found 
silting in a stupor. He apparently 
had boon drinking, police said, and 
was unable to answer questions.

HE.spirited letter written to The Star last Saturday by 
Chief ngineer VanZandt of the Arkansas Portland 


Cement company outlin what the Okay people think about 
the proposed consolidation of Saratoga and Mineral Springs 
schools. ! 


Saratoga sits squarely on the Howard-Hempstead coun- 


ty line. Okay is only a mile or two inside Howard county, 
while Mineral Springs is eight or ten miles deeper in Howard 
territory. 


As we understand it, Mineral Springs proposes to an- 


nex the Howard county, half of the Saratoga district and 
construct a new and improved school at Mineral Springs. 
' This is opposed by Saratoga which depends on the co-opera- 
tion of the two counties for its very existence, and op- 
posed by the cement colony because of the long bus haul to 
Mineral Springs. 


• It would be unfortunate if the always-friendly relations 


between Howard and Hempstead counties should be ruffled 
by this controversy. But it appears to involve both counties 
in a delicate matter of school consolidation—and if trouble 
is to be avoided a joint inspection should be made by the" two 
county boards of education. 


With the Okay plant actually located in its territory, 


Howard county no doubt feels a certain proprietary interest 
in the school affairs of the cement city. The fact that the 
cement town is a close neighbor of Saratoga, which is half j 
inside Hempstead county, might make Howard county feel> 
that some of this school taxation is in danger of escaping in i 


• our' direction. Nothing of the sort is wanted, however— 
• and we imagine that the best Hempstead county can do is 


to appeal for the continued joint support 
which makes a j 


•' contra! school possible at Saratoga.

So far as Mineral Springs is concerned, it seems to the 


casual traveler that Okay and Saratoga make a new and 
distinct community. The coming of the cement colony, has, 
brought" industrial importance to the lower end of Howard :
